The undersigned notes the Office Action mailed November 10, 2004, in the 
above-identified application. In this Office Action mailed November 10, 2004, the 
Examiner has set forth twelve (12) groups of claims (that is, Groups l-XII), in Item 2 
on pages 2-9; and, in Items 3 and 4 respectively on pages 9 and 10, and on 
page 10, of this Office Action mailed November 10, 2004, respectively requires 
election of a single disclosed species from Groups l-VIII, and also requires election 
of one Group from among Groups IX-XII. In addition , the Examiner has required a 
listing of claims reading on each of the elected groups respectively selected from 
those in Item 3 and those in Item 4 of this Office Action mailed November 10, 2004. 

In response to the specific requirements by the Examiner in Items 3 and 4, 
Applicants respectfully elect the Group VI claims as the single disclosed species for 
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prosecution on the merits from the groups listed in Item 3; and respectfully elect the 
Group XI claims from the listed groups in Item 4. 

As suggested by the Examiner in the Office Action mailed 
November 10, 2004, it is respectfully submitted that claims 10-12, 14, 15 and 27 
read on the elected Group VI; and that claims 21, 25, 26 and 28 read on the elected 
Group XI. 

Thus, as required by the Examiner in Items 3 and 4 of the Office Action 
mailed November 10, 2004, Applicants have made the necessary elections set forth 
in Items 3 and 4 on pages 9 and 10 therein. Consideration of the elected species, 
upon further examination of the above-identified application, is respectfully 
requested.
